Our  Descriptive  Annual  Catalog  has  been  unavoidably  de- 
layed this  year,  but  is  now  being  mailed  out  to  our  regular 
customers  and  should  you  not  receive  a copy  during  the  next 
ten  days,  kindly  advise  us  and  we  will  take  pleasure  in  send- 
ing you  one  by  return  mail. 

From  all  indications  the  coming  season  has  particularly 
bright  prospects.  Our  boys  are  now  returning  from  the  war. 
and  will  soon  be  back  to  take  up  their  duties  on  the  farm  with 
a renewed  vigor  and  inspiration.  Labor  will  be  plentiful  and 
cheaper  throughout  the  South,  and  this  in  itself  will  enable 
the  farmers  to  plant  more  acreage  and  harvest  their  crops 
to  better  advantage  than  during  the  war  period. 

In  the  last  few  weeks  there  has  been  a reduction  of 
from  300  to  400  per  cent,  in  ocean  freight  rates,  which  has 
been  done  with  the  main  object  of  encouraging  the  shipment 
of  essential  food-stuffs  and  other  necessaries  for  the  re-es- 
tablishment  of  our  war-stricken  allied  countries.  This  will 
undoubtedly  cause  a big  demand  for  all  cereals  and  other  food 
supplies  available  for  export,  which  makes  it  specially  de- 
sirable to  grow  crops  that  are  suitable  for  these  purposes. 
Our  Allies  must  be  fed  by  us  for  the  next  few  years,  during 
their  period  of  reconstruction  and  they  will  rely  upon  us  to  a 
large  extent  to  supply  them  with  foods  and  other  necessary 
supplies. 

The  prices  of  seeds  this  year,  particularly  field  seeds,  are 
very  moderate  in  comparison  with  other  commodities  and  tins 
together  with  the  outlook  for  increased  labor  should  give  our 
farmers  every  encouragement  io  plant  liberally  and  extend 
their  operations. 

Clover  Seed. 

Prices  of  Clover  Seed  continue  high  this  year  which  is 
due  to,  the  fact  of  the  short  crop,  and  large  demand  which  we 
we  have  recently  experienced.  The  high  prices  of  Red  Clover 
are  causing  a much  larger  demand  for  Alsike  Clover  and 
Alfalfa,  both  of  which  are  relatively  much  lower  in  price  than 
the  Re»_  Clover.  Prices  of  clover  will,  in  all  probability  con- 
tinue high,  on  account  of  large  exports  which  will  be  made 
during  the  coming  season. 

Alsike  Clover. 

Alsike  Clover,  due  to  the  size  of  the  seed,  requires  much 
less  quantity  to  seed  per  acre,  and  makes  the  cost  of  seeding 
considerably  lower  than  Red  Clover.  The  quantity  required 
to  be  sown  by  itself  is  6 to  8 lbs.  to  the  acre;  or  sown  in 
mixture  with  Alfalfa  3 lbs.  Alsike  and  12  lbs.  Alfalfa  to  the 
acre.  This  will  also  inoculate  the  land,  in  case  it  should  be 
desired  to  sow  the  land  to  a pure  Alfalfa  crop  afterwards.

The  clover  seeds  I received  from  you  last  year  did  extra 
well,  but  I think  the  Alsike  Clover  is  the  kind  for  this  coun- 
try.
